Mrs. Anna Proctor worked for Grafton County for 50 
years. She first came to the courthouse in Woodsville on 
December 2, 1919, to work for William J. Randolph in 
the Registry of Deeds. 

After a five year stint in the Deeds Office, Mrs. Proctor 
decided to terminate her service and move to the Probate 
Office where Russell Bartlett had requested she “‘help 
out for a time’’. 

For the next 19 years she worked in that office, most 
of the time as clerk of Probate. In 1943 she became the 
first woman elected to a county-wide office in the history 
of Grafton County. She since served without interrup- 
tion as Register of Probate until her untimely death in 
March 1970. 

Once asked who in her opinion was the most interest- 
ing personality she had come in contact with during her 
many years in the political spotlight, she hesitated only 
amoment before replying “‘Norris Cotton’’. Later she re- 
called the occasion when she met and was very impressed 
with President Eisenhower. 

As for the new Court House to be built in North 
Haverhill, she was “‘thrilled about it’. She had hoped to 
continue County service until she had been in the Pro- 
bate Office for 50 years. That milestone would have 
been realized in 1974.

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REPORT OF GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of Graf- 
ton County submit herewith the report of the various 
County Officials for the year ending December 31, 1970. 


Grafton County accounting system is in the process 
of being updated with the installation of cost accounting 
effective the first of January 1970, which is being set 
up by the John E. Rich Company, certified public 
accountants. This system of accounting, when fully 
implemented, should give a more complete and knowl- 
edgeable financial report with more efficient budget 
control. The near future should reveal the value of 
updating the bookkeeping system. 


We were greatly saddened in March of this year by 
the untimely deaths of two County employees. Early 
in March we lost our Littleton-Woodsville area Welfare 
Caseworker, Mrs. Esther Whitney. On March 20th death 
claimed our Register of Probate of some 27 years, Mrs. 
Anna Proctor. 


September 1970 finally saw the beginning of con- 
struction on the long planned new courthouse to be 
located near the County Home and Hospital. The new 
courthouse will replace courthouses presently main- 
tained in Plymouth and Woodsville, as well as Lebanon 
which was maintained through 1969. It will consolidate 
all county offices into one building, including the 
Sheriff’s Office now located in Plymouth. 


Surplus Food Program greatly expanded during 1970 
with an increase from 21 to 30 towns of the 39 in 
Grafton County carrying the program. New commodi- 
ties have been added, and the program has been en- 
hanced by the Federal Reimbursement Program for 
expenditures to improve and expand surplus food 
distribution to eligible persons. Surplus Food deliveries 
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to towns are now being handled from the County Home 
instead of direct from Concord. 


Regular relief programs show increase, partially due 
to general welfare expansion; closing of mills in some 
areas also affected the welfare programs. 


Our faithful bookkeeper of 35 years, Madeline W. 
Kirk, resigned in May and we wish to extend to her 
our sincerest thanks and gratitude for her many years 
of conscientious service and dedication. 


We wish to express our appreciation to our staff of 
employees, the County Delegation, the various town 
officials and State Welfare Department for their con- 
tinued cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY ATTORNEY 
For the Year 1970 


To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


Herein is the annual report of the activities of the 
office of the Grafton County Attorney for the year 
1970. This office handled and disposed of 166 mis- 
demeanors, 98 felonies, 7 juvenile matters, and 37 
petitions under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement 
of Support Act. Throughout the year your County 
Attorney has participated at almost all of the meetings 
relative to the building of the new Courthouse, and has 
attended many meetings relative to law enforcement. 
There were also many miscellaneous activities that took 
up substantial time of your County Attorney. 


Your County Attorney has been appointed as the 
Director for the State of New Hampshire within the 
National District Attorneys Association. This association 
is made up of prosecutors throughout the entire United 
States, and its main emphasis is to strengthen prosecu- 
tion and develop cooperation amongst the states. From 
time to time there will be some travel necessary to per- 
form these duties. Your County Attorney has applied 
for funds to the Governor’s Crime Commission so as to 
try to improve prosecutions in the District and Munici- 
pal Courts. As you know, the substantial number of 
cases is handled by these Courts, and law enforcement 
agencies are in dire need of help in these Courts. It is 
hoped that such a program will start on or about 
July Ly 1 Ogee 


In an effort to provide additional prosecutorial serv- 
ices, your County Attorney has started prosecuting 
more cases in the District and Municipal Courts, but 
such services have been limited because of time and 
existing financial arrangements. However, it is hoped 
that this area of activity will be increased in the up- 
coming year. 
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For a period of time in August of this year, your 
County Attorney participated as an instructor in a num- 
ber of training sessions to help develop better law en- 
forcement officers. 


At the time this report is being prepared, there is a 
backlog of approximately 35 cases pending before the 
Grafton County Superior Court. Because of the increase 
of activities, this backlog appears to be increasing from 
term to term. 


Lastly, I have received excellent cooperation from all 
law enforcement agencies, the County Delegation, Coun- 
ty Commissioners, and from state officials throughout 
the entire year, and this has been very much appreciated.

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REPORT OF GRAFTON 
COUNTY SHERIFF’S DEPARTMENT 


As sheriff of Grafton County, I respectfully submit 
areport of activities of this department for the past year. 


Our White Mountain Law Enforcement Institute has 
conducted training courses for police officers and dep- 
uties throughout the county. Fifty officers were gradu- 
ated from this course early last year, and we are 
presently conducting another training program in the 
Littleton area for forty-five officers from our county 
and surrounding counties. This course will be completed 
as of April of this year. The program consists of lectures 
and films on firearms instruction, discussions of new and 
revised Supreme Court rulings, and all other technical 
information pertaining to good law enforcement. We 
have had instructors from the Federal Bureau of Nar- 
cotics and Dangerous Drugs, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the Federal Department of Mental Health, 
Nassau County Police Department of New York; also 
instructors from the U.S. Marine Corps for firearms 
training and from Pease Air Force Base for Judo and 
Kurati. 


Under the drug program which was initiated by this 
department, we have held drug seminars in every junior 
high and high school throughout Grafton County with 
follow-up programs in many of these schools sometimes 
lasting one or two weeks. Our program has reached in 
excess of 4,543 students and also civic groups, church 
groups, educators, Parent Teachers Organizations, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, etc. to the extent of approximately 
ten thousand individuals. Also a drug hot-line into this 
department was initiated to assist parents seeking help 
for children with problems without making formal 
charges. Numerous letters have been received in this 
office, including letters from educators, clergymen, 
armed forces personnel and the President of the United 
States among others commending our department for 
its drug program.

Extension Service constantly strives to discover the 
most urgent needs of the people of Grafton County and 
then carry out educational programs within the sphere 
of responsibilities assigned to Cooperative Extension 
Service.

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COUNTY PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 
To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


I hereby submit my report for 1970: 


On November 5, 1969 we moved into our new wing, 
transferring thirty-nine patients from the old hospital 
section. Beds filled up slowly at first so that January 1, 
1970 we had onlv fifty-three patients. Soon after this 
we did fill up and our daily average for the past six 
months has been 72.5 patients in the hospital wing. 


There is a total of seventy-nine beds, two are for 
Maximum Care and quite infrequently used, and two 
are cell rooms that we like to keep for prisoners or 
temporary detention of psychotic patients. We have had 
a waiting list recently as high as eleven but at present 
there are only three on the list. 


This year we had forty deaths and fifty-three dis- 
charges either to their home or to some other medical 
facility. 

Much of our equipment is new and it is all being 
used efficiently. 


We have had many _new employees and a rapid turn- 
over of maids and Nurse Aides. This is stabilizing at 
present. 


The kitchen with its new equipment and the addition 
of a part-time Consulting Dietitian has greatly improved 
our dietary service.
